HASTINGS BOARD OF EDUCATION 


Agreed On 
Salaries 


The conclusion of salary 
and fringe benefits negotiations 
between the Hastings County 
Board of Education and Hastings 
County elementary teachers 
has been reached. 

An extended health care 
plan has been agreed upon, 
which will be operated by Blue 
Cross, subject to their approval 
of a plan. No changes have 
been made in the OHIP plan. 
The board, however, will 
administer the Blue Cross plan 
without contribution towards 
the premiums . 

Effective September |, 
the Board will raise its contrib- 
utions twoards group life in- 
surance from 50% to 662/3% 


of the premium for double sal- 
ary coverage . 

At present, Salary Level 
Definitions (based upon basic 
and supplementary teaching 
certificates and university 
courses) are those devised loc- 
ally through negotiations. Sub- 
ject to certain modifications, 
the Board will adopt the defin- 
itions provided by the Quaolifi- 
cations Evaluation Council of 
Ontario . 

No changes have been made 
in the sick leave, pension, 
maternity leave or sabbatical 
leave plans. 

As a result of negotiations, 
the teachers’ salary schedule 
has been increased for the 1974- 


75 school year by an overall 
average of 10.52% exclusive of 


increments due under the present 


schedule to a value of 2.56%. 
The overall average increase 
for principals is 10.23%, 
exclusive of increments to a 
value of 0.66%. 


CROPS DAMAGED IN AREA 


Cutworm 
Damage 


Recent cool damp weather 
in the area has caused an out- 
break of cutworms on many 
farms in Lennox and Addington 
and Hastings County. 


Agricultural representative 
in Lennox and Addington, 
Garnet Mills reports extensive 
damage to corn crops, some 
farmers losing as many as 20 
acres. 

The cut worm, which is 
the larva of the Miller moth, 
cuts the plant off just below 
the surface of the ground. The 
situation is general across the 
province and no sprays are 
available to eliminate the pest. 

However, the cutworm is 
expected to go into the pupa 
stage soon, ond farmers are 
advised to replant the damaged 
areas with silage crops.

MIX AND MATCH 
VEGETABLE GARDENS 


You know how easily 
clothes can be mixed and 
matched. Gardens can be 
mix-matched too. Try mix- 
ing some vegetobles in with 
your annuols and perennials. 
Any small area in your gar- 
den can produce vegetables: 
perhaps a 15 square foot area 
between flowering shrubs or 
a 10 X 10 foot annual bed. 
These small open spaces in 
your garden can produce 
fresh vegetables with excell- 
ent taste at little cost. 

The key to growing veg- 
etables in the back garden is 
well-prepared soil. Well- 
drained open spaces in full 
sunshine are ideal. Shrubs 
that may shade garden areas 
should be pruned back. Dig 
in compost, peat moss or 
manure to enrich the soil. 

You might try tomatoes, 
beans, onions, peppers, cu- 
cumbers and radishes. Buy 
your seed as early as you can. 
A rule of thumb in sowing the 
seed is to cover it to twice 
its diameter. 

Beans and cucumbers can 
be trained to climb on wires 
or string on the back fence. 
These climbers make excellent 
screens and green backgrounds 
to show off annual flowers. 

Onions, including the 
sweet Spanish variety, can 
be bought as sets or seedlings. 
Plant them about one inch 
apart. In about three weeks, 
pull out every other one for 


use as green onions.

Some Ontario municipal 
electric utilities are moving 
toward a summer-time peak in 
their demand for electricity 
instead of the traditional 
winter peak, E.G. Bainbridge, 
Ontario Hydro's director of 
consumer service told the 
Ontario Energy Board in Tor- 
onto last week. 

The increased use of air 
conditioning is the reason for 
the change "particularly where 
there are large office complexes 


that are highly air conditioned," 


Mr. Bainbridge said. Most 
Canadian electric utilities 
reach their highest demand for 
service in the winter months, 
while in the U.S. many of 

the states have summer month 
peaks because of high air- 
conditioning use. 

Discussing energy conserv- 
ation programs and their effect 
on air conditioning, the Board 
was told that in the U.S. 
people tend to conserve energy 
only in off-peak periods. As 
a result, U.S. electric utilities 
with conservation programs are 
seeing their load-factor decline 
in the first year of a program, 
but the rate of increase picks 
up again the following year. 

Questioned on whether a 
similar situation could occur in 
Ontario during a peak winter 
heating period, Mr. Bainbridge 
told the Board: "We do not feel 
we have enough data on con- 


servation and its effect on our 
system yet to determine that it 


would react in an important
